WILMINGTON - Residents will be asked to consider a Wetlands 
Enforcement by-law during April's Annual Town Meeting. 
According to Assistant Director of Planning & Conservation 
Winifred McGowan, every town adjacent to Wilmington has 
already adopted a similar by-law. 

This will not mark the first attempt the town has made to enact 
this type of by-law. A more aggressive version was withdrawn 
from last year's annual town meeting when it became apparent 
that it was not likely to be adopted. The Conservation Commission 
accepted the message sent and sat down with citizens and the 
development community to create a revised draft version 

The proposed by-law wili not infringe upon the Massachusetts 
wetland protection act, but will simply enable the town to enforce

Most of the media did not pay 
much attention to 26 words in 
Governor Mitt Romney's 
recent State the State speech.

Just a few words, but it 
speaks volumes for what 
seniors and their families, as 
well as disabled adults, want 
ding a “better choice” i.e. 
care at home. The age old idea 
of a one-way ticket to a nurs- 
ing home as you become more 
disabled is simply not accept- 
able anymore to either elders 
or adults. Older people, and 
the disabled, want to be cared 
for at home. We need to have 
the benefits of a rehabilitative 
stay if needed in a quality 
institutional testing. But fol- 
lowing that hopefully brief 
stay in an institutional setting. 
we are likely to want to return 
home where we can live more 
independently. The choices 


available now to elders are 
very limited in terms of paying 
for this choice and quite often 
our elders are forced to stay in 
an institutional setting simply 
because the current payment 
system is designed to keep 
them there. The legislature at 
this very moment has in its 
hands a solution to this issue. 
Its called the "equal choice 
bill, and its sitting in the 
health care bill Conference 
Committee. 

Maybe those few words were 
lost to many of the Governor's 
listeners but not to advocates 
of the elderly and disabled 
who want to see change in our 
Long Term Care policies. The 
Governor was right, we all 
deserve a better choice in 
where and how we receive the 
care that someday we will all 
likely need.

Ms. Bigwood invited to review the file 


Dear Editor: 

I was floored to read the letter 
from Ms, Betty M. Bigwood 
appearing in your paper last 
week. Knowing that she spear- 
headed a tireless effort to both 
formulate and implement the 
Maple Meadow height limita- 
tion by-law which was recently 
stricken by the Massachusetts 
Land Court, I cannot believe 
she is aware of the exact nature 
of it's demise. Further, giving 
her sincerity the benefit of the 
doubt, my suspicion of her 
ignorance as to the circum- 
stances concerning this litiga- 
tion is heightened by her gush- 
ing praise of Town Counsel 
Paul Derensis. Ms. Bigwood, let 
me enlighten you. 

The landfill height limitation 
by-law that the town enacted in 
2003 has been, at least for the 
time being, unceremoniously 
stricken by a Massachusetts 
Land Court Judge in a careful- 
ly worded public decision that 
has exposed both the by-law's 
legal deficiencies, and a note- 
worthy procedural gaffe com- 
mitted by Wilmington's Town 
Counsel. 

In February and March of 
2003, then town counsel Michael 
Newhouse made an initial legal 
analysis of a proposed landfill 
height limitation by-law, before 
it was adopted by town meeting 
in April 2003 and made a sub- 
ject of a lawsuit in December, 
2004. He went on the record in a 
number of public forums dis- 
cussing what he felt were some 
of the by-law's weaknesses, and 
the potential exposure enforce- 
ment of it might visit upon the 
town. It wasn't popular advice, 
but it was honest, well rea- 
soned, and straight. Although 
Newhouse got criticized for this 
advice, it was correct then, and 
apparently is correct now. 
Almost three years and God 
knows how much in legal 
expense later, the chicken has 
come home to roost in the form 
of Land Court Judge Leon J. 
Lombardi. 

In his decision, Judge 
Lombardi apparently agreed 
with Newhouse and struck 
down the by-law in large part 
because its enforcement frus- 
trated the otherwise lawful cap- 
ping and closure of the Maple 
Meadow Landfill, as regulated 


by the Massachusetts 
Department of Environmental 
Protection. This ruling falls 
into the “win some, lose some” 
category. Reasonable people 
can debate as to whether the 
battle over this issue was 
worthwhile. Indeed, the town 
can appeal the decision and we 
may choose to do so. 

For me, however, a particular- 
ly troubling portion of the deci- 
sion is where it is made clear 
that due to the mistake of Town 
Counsel's firm, the town legally 
admitted a number of troubling 
allegations made by the other 
side. Simply put, there is a rule 
of legal procedure where one 
side can send a list of allega- 
tions to the other party, most of 
which if proven would help 
their case. The receiving side 
has thirty days to admit the 
allegations, deny them, or say 
they don't have enough knowl- 
edge or information to admit or 
deny them. Easy enough. The 
catch is this: if the receiving 
side doesn't answer each 
alleged fact within the thirty 
days, or fails to have the person 
answering them properly sign 
the responses under oath, they 
are considered conclusively 
admitted for all purposes in the 
case. Fair? Maybe not, but 
those are the rules, and have 
been for years. I learned them 
in first year law school. 

Well, guess what? Town 
Counsel never had the respons- 
es properly signed by the 
responding town official 
Because of this mistake, do you 
know some of the facts Judge 
Lombardi has ruled the Town 
has conclusively admitted in 
this case? According to public 
court documents:

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Quick Health Tips 


® I hear it many 
Fitimes. “I must have 
“carpal tunnel.” Well, 
first, to answer anyone's question who 
may be wondering ....we all have carpal 
tunnels, most of us should have two - one 
in each wrist 

Carpal tunnel syndrome (CTS) is the 
most common and widely known of the 
entrapment neuropathies. In medical 
terminology. *neur-" refers to anything 
related to the nervous system and *-opa- 
thy” is an abnormality of an associated 
organ 


Carpal tunnel syndrome occurs when 
the median nerve, which runs from the 
forearm into the hand, becomes pressed 
within the wrist. The median nerve con- 
trols sensations to the palm side of the 
thumb and all fingers, except the little 
finger It also controls movement of 
some of the muscles in the hand, espe- 
cially those of the thumb, The median 


nerve travels from the forearm into your 
hand via the carpal tunnel in your wrist 

inatomically formed on three sides by 
the carpal or “wrist” bones, and on the 
top by a strong band of ligaments. 


There are many different causes of 
CTS. Usually it is the result of indirect 
impingement of the nerve rather than a 
problem with the nerve itself. Median 
nerve entrapment can occur from a 
carpal bone subluxation protruding into 


the tunnel, swelling caused by injury, or 
the actual thickening from irritated ten- 
dons from repetitive motions. Repeated 
use of vibratory tools can cause chronic 
inflammation to the tunnel, as can fluid 
retention during pregnancy. Over activi- 
ty of keyboards and mouse use can be a 
factor, but studies reveal it is rarer than 
previously thought and current ergonom- 
le changes to computer stations in the 
workplace have lessened its likelihood 
even more, CTS is often seen in workers 
of assembly lines who repetitively per 
form delicate hand maneuvers of grip- 
ping and wrist flexion. In other cases, 
the syndrome is a secondary condition 
caused by such pathologies as over activ- 
ily of the pituitary gland; hypothy- 
roidism; rheumatoid arthritis or the 
development of a cyst or tumor in the 
canal. In some cases no cause can be 
identified

Carpal Tunnel Syndrome 


When this entrapment occurs, although 
carpal tunnel sufferers claim pain may 
shoot up the arm, in most cases if signif- 
icant pain occurs above the wrist, it usu- 
ally rules out carpal tunnel syndrome as 
a primary diagnosis.

sations are not uncommon. Due to our 
tendency to sleep with flexed wrists, 
symptoms at night are common and ma‘ 
awaken those it inflicts. Shaking the 
hands tends to decrease the symptoms 
momentarily 

Common activities of daily living 
(ADLs) that may provoke symptoms 
include holding a phone, reading or dri- 
ving. Sometimes pain will travel up the 
arm. Initially symptoms come and go, 
but over time, if left untreated, they may 
become constant. As symptoms progress, 
feelings of tingling, clumsiness or weak- 
ness may ensue and can make delicate 
motions like grasping small objects diffi- 
cult. Objects may be dropped due to the 
decreased grip strength of the affected 
muscles. In chronic cases, the muscles 
at the base of the thumb may atrophy, or 
waste away. 

If you think you may have CTS get it 
checked out early to avoid possible com- 
plications in the long run. Your doctor 
may perform a few orthopedic tests to 
provoke the symptoms. One test, 
Phalen's test, is performed by having the 
patient place the hands in opposite 
prayer fashion, so that the back of the 
hands are touching with the fingers 
pointing downwards. If numbness or tin- 
gling in the distribution of the median 
nerve is felt within 1 minute, it is a posi- 
tive sign for CTS. Another test is called 
a Tinel tap, in which the doctor places 
pressure or taps upon the carpal tunnel. 

Electro diagnostic or nerve conduction 
testing may be performed as a definitive 
diagnostic procedure. X-rays or labora- 
tory work may be performed to rule out 
another primary diagnosis such as 
arthritis as the primary cause. 

Once CTS is diagnosed, options vary as 
to the treatment. In lieu of other prima- 


ry diagnoses, your health care profes- 
sional should advise on resting the wrist 
to help to decrease any repetition of 
injury. Continued movements will only 
impede progress. Western medicine typ- 
ically advocates: non-steroidal, anti- 
inflammatory drugs for the beginning 
stages for pain relief; oral diuretics such 
as water pills; and/or corticosteroid 
treatment, taken as a shot directly into 
the wrist, or orally. In severe or chronic 
cases over 6 months, surgery is recom- 
mended to release pressure from the 
nerve directly. 

Natural, complementary alternative 
treatments may include chiropractic 
care, physical or occupational therapy, 
acupuncture and yoga, to name a few. 

Natural medicinals include Boswellia to 
help to relieve inflammation, vitamin B6 
(Pyridoxine) as well as some wonderful 
homeopathic remedies applied directly 
to the skin, which I have begun to use 
often and have had wonderful results 
with. There are many natural remedies 
that can be used, either through your 
CAM provider or a knowledgeable health 
store.

Al the same time the develop- 
er is willing to convert the 
application to a Ch. 40R propos 
al, which is more beneficial to 
the town. 

Ch. 40R is a new statute 
désigned to give communities 
like North Reading incentive to 
ereate affordable housing 
Approval of a Ch. 40R develop- 
ment would require two thirds 
approval at the April Town 
Meeting of an overlay zoning 
district for the property. 

‘The town's incentives would 
be financial. In North 
Reading's case they include a 
$4,000 payment per housing unit 
paid upon approval of the Ch 
. 40R rezoning and another $3,000 
per unit ($1.2 million) once the 
building permits are issued, 
Noone said 

Total revenue to the town 
would be a (one time) infusion 
of: $1.6 million if the 40R pro- 
posal is approved, Noone said. 

At the same time, there is 
another new law, Chapter 40S 

: that gives further incentives for 
housing. Ch. 40S provides reim- 
bursement to a town for public 
school costs resulting from stu- 
dents who live in a 40R develop- 
ment. This reimbursement is 
ngt available for 4B develop- 
inents. 


The current proposal under 
Ch. 40B is for 360 multi-family 
rental units and 48 townhouse 
units. 

A major benefit of proposal is 
that it would almost single 
handedly satisfy the town's 
need to meet a state-imposed 10 
percent affordable housing 
quota. Noone said the company 
is also considering the option-to 
remove the townhouse units 
and replace them with addition- 
al rentals. This would definitely 
"inoculate" the town against 
the pressure to approve more 
40B projects in the future, he 
said, 

Another benefit would be a 
component to provide leaching 
field capacity at the site for the 
town's wastewater needs. 

Noone said the 40B proces 
well underway and Lincoln has 
retained peer review consul- 
tants that will be hired by the 
town to critique their plans. 

Lincoln Properties was select- 
ed to build the housing compo- 
nent by the Gutierrez Co., a 
Burlington based developer. 

Gutierrez was chosen by the 
state to develop the property. 
The company's original plan 
called for all office buildings, 
but when the suburban office 
market collapsed, Gutierrez 
brought in Lincoln Properties 
to build housing on roughly half 
the site. 

As the project now stands, 
said Noone, the rental unit mix 
is 52 percent one bedroom units 
and 48 percent two bedrooms. 
But that could change. Noone 
said the company is consider- 
ing increasing the number of 
one bedroom units. 

There is a growing demand in 
this area for one bedroom units 
because the number of single 
person households is increas- 
ing, Noone stated, citing U.S. 
Census Bureau _ statistics. 
Selectman Marci Bailey 
thought increasing the number 
of one bedroom apartments 
would be a good thing. 

The plans will provide 1.8 
parking spaces per unit, which 
Noone assured Selectmen will 
be more than enough. 

The leaching area will be on 
the half of the property that is 


under agreement to the 
Gutierrez Co. Noone said 
Lincoln would apply to the state 
for easements to access this 
area, 

As things now stand the state 
Department of Capital Ass 
Management (DCAM) is still in 
control of the other half of the 
property. Under Gutierrez's 
agreement with DCAM, the 
company has until 2010 to pass 
papers on the land. 

"At this point Gutierrez has a 
limited stake in the property," 
Noone said. 

Noone said the affordable 
units would be scattered about 
the site and would be indistin 
guishable from other apart- 
ments, 

Selectman Joe Veno raised 
questions about the potential 
impact the project will have on 
the town's school department 
but Noone and Atty. Jim Senior 
cited data from their consultant 
that the buildings will add only 
23 students to the local schools. 

One of the perceived draw- 
backs of the original plan for 48 
townhouses was they might 
encourage older residents to 
sell their homes and relocate to 
the new development. If those 
residents sell their homes to 
young couples with children 
there could be a substantial 
impact on the schools, so the 
reasoning went 

But that drawback would be 
removed if the townhouses are 
eliminated, members Robert 
Mauceri and Stephen O'Leary 
agreed. 

The Selectmen and the 
Community Planning 
Commission will hold a joint 
public hearing Thursday, Feb. 2 
on the Ch. 40R overlay zoning 
district. The hearing will be

The following Monday, Feb. 6, 
the boards will meet to approve 
the minutes of that hearing - 
legal requirements for the 
rezoning to be acted on at the 
April Town Meeting. 
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the present corner of Chestnut 
Street and Mill Road. That 
house is gone, but his son's 
house (1682) is still standing, 
and the Wilmington Historical 
Commission is trying desper- 
ately to save it 

The Buck house was built 
about seven years later. The 
original part of the house was 
built by Ephraim Buck and his 
father Roger Buck. Ephraim 
had married Sarah Brooks of 
Woburn on Jan 1, 1671 

The house they built was long, 
with two rooms on the first 
floor and another two on the 
second, with a chimney in the 
middle. The living quarters of 
the house were split in half, 
with Roger living on one side, 
and Ephraim and his bride on 
the other. And that is how the 
Buck family always kept the 
house, and indeed the farm, 
split in two. 

Roger Buck and his {father 
William, a plowrite, arrived in 
the New World in 1635, settling 
in Cambridge. Roger became 
the public executioner 

About 1740, a major addition 
was built, which is the exterior 
that one sees today. Another 
addition, an ell in the back, was 
built some time later 

Benjamin Buck. whose name 
is associated with the house, 
was, a hop farmer who lived 
there from the carly 1797 to 
1885. The hops were dried in the 
attic, then bagged and dropped 
down a chute. which still exists. 
The hops were then shipped via 
the Middlesex Canal to Boston, 
then via ship to Albany, N.Y. 
where they were made into 
beer. He became quite wealthy 
and donated a house to the 
Congregational Church. That 
house, at the corner of 
Middlesex Avenue and 
Wildwood Street, was the par- 
sonage for many years. He also 
provided the money to rebuild 
the church steeple after it was 
blown down in a hurricane. 

A secret compartment was 
found in one of the beams in the 
house, and it is speculated that 
it was there that Benjamin 
Buck stashed his money. He 
acted as a banker of sorts and 
occasionally loaned money. He 
would go off to another part of 
the house, presumably to the 
hiding place, and then return 
with the money 

A study of the house was done 
by Capt. Larz Neilson and Dr 
Stearns of Billerica, in the late 


1950s. It was their determina 
tion that the back part of the 
house was the original building 
and they dated it to 1672, the 
year that the Andover Road 
(Woburn Street) was built 
There have been other esti 
mates dating the house to the 
1630s, but they have been dis 
counted. They were based on a 
land grant to Willigm Buck in 
1635, However, that land was in 
Billerica, and the location of 
this house was never part of 
Billerica. 

Among the people born there 
was Col. Jonathan Buck, a 
Revolutionary War hero and 
founder of Bucksport, Maine 
The monument on his grave 
has a flaw of a shape that 
resembles a human leg. There 
is a story that he had ordered 
the execution of a woman us a 
witch in Haverhill, Mass.. and 
that she put a curse on him 
which caused the image of her 
leg to appear on his gravestone 

In 1970, the Town Crier 
received a letter from Jane 
Buck Hooper, the granddaugh 
ter of Benjamin Buck's brother 
She wrote 

“Many a good time | have had 
when I was a girl in the Buck 
house in Wilmington How 
happy we used to be to look out 


on a Sunday afternoon, and see 
the carryall with the fringe on 
top and old Dolly, waiting to 
take us up to Uncle Henry's 
where we could play on the 
farm. Once in a while on a 
Christmas, we would go there 
My father would take the two 
double-seated sleighs, and what 
a lovely breezy ride we would 
have, all tucked under the bul 
falo robes 

I can still see every detail ut 
the old house, the low ceiling in 
the big living room with the 
small window, the old square 
plano in the corner, the dining 
room with the long table spread 
with goodies, the old kitchen 
with the pump in the sink. Thi 
was used for water 
The good cold water was fram 
the pump in the yard. and I can 
still see old blind Sarah Eames 
who lived in the further side o!

established setbacks. 

“This will give the town some 
teeth to protect wetlands,” said 
McGowan. “Right now there's 
not much we can do, short of 
asking people nicely to do the 
right thing.” 

Thus far, without any enforce 
ment authority, Wilmington's 
only recourse for offenders not 
willing to work with the town 
has been the long drawn-out 
process of taking the matter to 
court 

The proposed by-law will out- 
line a series of enforcement 
actions, including monetary 
fines and criminal prosecution, 
for wetland violations. 

Protecting existing wetlands 
is important to every property 
owner in Wilmington. The fill- 
ing in of wetlands in one area 
causes groundwater displace- 
ment and inevitably results in 
increased water levels some- 
where else - quite possibly in 
the finished-basement of a 
homeowner nearby. 

According to-~ Wilmington 
Selectman Suzanne Sullivan, a 
resident's interest in protecting 
existing wetlands is nothing 
short of protecting the invest- 
ment on their own property. 

“If you have property next to 
mine and I fill my wetlands, 
displacing water onto your 
property, I increase the value of 
mine, while decreasing the 
value of yours,” Sullivan said. 
Hardly fair, is it?”

Will pay more than $9,000 in restitution

TEWKSBURY - John 


Powers of the Tewksbury 
Police Department will be 
returning to work on 
February 6th, following a 
thirty-day suspension. The 
disciplinary action was issued 
after the Police Department 
discovered a discrepancy 
between Powers' timesheets 
and actual hours worked. 

“He was getting paid for 52 
hours, and he only worked 
40,” said Tewksbury Police 
Chief, Alfred Donovan. 

In addition to the temporary 
suspension, Powers, 52 years 
of age, was demoted from 
lieutenant to sergeant. The 
demotion will result in an 18 
percent cut in pay. 

When asked if Powers would 
be eligible to receive a pro- 
motion in the future, Donovan 
replied, “I would say no, not 
at this time.” 

Of the $9,399 paid to Powers, 
half has been repaid and the 
remaining will be paid before 
he is reinstated. 

Powers worked for the Town 
as the Police Department's 
court Prosecutor with flex- 
time hours. In addition, he 
worked a daily four-hour 
detail, Powers, like everyone 


within the Department, is 
required to punch in and out. 
An internal investigation dis- 
covered that Powers was 
working details while still 
working his assigned shift, 
and that he would not clock- 
out until the detail was fin- 
ished. 

“Based on his length of ser- 
vice and previous lack of dis- 
ciplinary history, we decided 
what the best course of action 
would be for the Town and the 
Department,” said Donovan 
of the settlement agreement. 

According to Donovan, 
Powers, a 26-year veteran of 
the Police Department, had a 
clean record. 

“Everything was taken into 
consideration when deciding 
whether or not he got fired,” 
said Donovan. 

Town Manager 
Cressman agreed. 

“This is the only black mark 
on his record,” Cressman 
said. “When one weighs the 
costs and benefits of taking 
this to civil service for further 
disciplinary actions, one 
would concur that this is the 
best disciplinary action.

“While initial conversa 
tion revolved around the 
recent hurricane dar to 
the Gulf Coast, Chief Parr 
was quick to point out the 
fact that Wakefield is not in 
danger of major flooding 
such as took place in the 
south 

“The fire chief explained 
that the most significant 
storm-related concern 
involves the loss of power for 
an extended length of time. If 
Wakefield residents were to 
experience an interruption in 
electrical many

service 
would find themselves in the 
cold, as most home heating 
systems require electricity 
“Parr indicated that the 
Town of Waketield does have 
4 contingency plan that could 
be implemented in the event 
of a significant power outage 
Up to 2,000 local residents 
could be housed at Wakefield
